due for the month of Fobruary 1887.’ The 
plaintiff engagal himsolf in London in-Jnn- 
uary 1683 ‘as.Eoonrance .clork or in. any 
other capasity ;in which ho might. te re- 

‘quired ' by the defendants’ firm in China or 
Japan for a period of three years. The aa- 

» ary tobe paid from date of arrival and-to 
be paid at the rata of £766 per annurn, for 
the firat two yeara, and £800 for tha third 
yoar, The sal ry was to be paid quarterly. 
By the 6th clause of the agrooment it was 
ntipulated, that if tho ‘defendants’ firm 
wished tu’retain tho plaintiff’s services they 
could do-sofor tiny term not excaoding two 
years at tho mto of £350 por annum. The 
fiem was to give notiés and specify tho ox- 
tonded term for. which thoy desired such 
oxtonded service.” The plaintiff's term of 
throo years expired on the 26th March, 1888, 
and no notice had. boon given. of any ox- 
tended teri, and no now arrangoment waa 
made varyiug the amount of ‘y which had 
been set out in tha Gth clausofofithe written 
ve agreomont. It seomod to. be mutually un- 
derstood that the plaiuti® was to continue 
at the advanced salary. Ié the defondagiia 
intended to insist on plaintiff romaining on, 
they should have given notice, and ‘failing 
to do ao the contract: wns. nt an ond at the 
plaintiff's option. But his option was to 
romain, and he did so without asking better 
torms. On the 26th Novembor the plaintifl 
learned from Mr Bell-Irving—who is a 
director of the Union Insurance Company 
—that that Company intouded appointing 
* a special agent at Melbourne. The plaintill 
thought the appointment wonld suit hit, 
and noxt. day he bogged Mr Boll-Irving's" 
support to an application which he intend- 
ed to make for the pust, and {Mr Bell-Irv- 
ing promisaod to consider’ tho matter. On 
-the Ist December, Mr Bell-Irving, wrote a 
note to tha effact that the -appointment 
of a spocial agent might depend on tho out- 
como of some Conferences going on in Lon- 
don, but that ho did not sco his way iu any 
ense to his lenving the Canton and going to 
the Union Insurance Co. as their special 
agent at Melbourne, und that probably if 
the: Union sent 4 man the Canton would 
send ond, and that he, Mr Dear, would 
likely get tho billet. Tho plaintiff “had in 
. the meantime made a vetbul application to 
the Union, but on getting tha memo ro- 
ferred to abuve, at once withdrew it, and 
begged that it might be distinctly under- 
stood that nu action would be taken by bin 
contrary to the wishes of Mr Bell-Erving, 
.-and that he would be gnided by his do- 
cision, On the 7th December, however, 
three days aftor Mr Bull-Irving left. the 
Colony, he applied fur the Molbourne Union 
Agency in writing, and got the appointment 
ou the LOth Decembor.

the absonca of Mr Bell-Irving for o short 
time he said be could nol on behalf of the 
firm agroe to releaso him. On tho Ist 
January Mr Doar seems to have drawn his 
month's pay in advance as usual. Mr 
Bell-Irving returned about the middie of the 
Tmaonth, and'on the 22nd a letter was aent 
by the firm to the plaintiff in furthor an- 
swor to the letter of tho 10th December, 
rofusing to release him, and pointing out 
that his engagement did not legally deter- 
mine until the 26th March. Tho letter then 
comtnents on the plaintiff's remarks of 1st 
December, that ho is morally bound for 2 
yeara, and ‘finally ‘your connectioh. with 
us cannot clos» before 2th March.’

Ho brought 
maetion, Abbot, 0. J., nonsuited on two 
grounds—Ist, that the hiriny was yearly and 
ac had nut fulfilled his yngugement, aud 2nd, 
that he had threatenod his'master, but the 
wutay Judge Lord 'Lenterden wns dissatistivd 
with his decision evidently, for ho granted a 
new trial, and painted out to the plaintiff's 
gonngel that an actiun would lio, against the 
plaintif for breach of contract.

But he was not so told, and the 
rotsonable inference for him to draw was 
that he would get his month’s pay at the 
end of the month, In Sonrlo,’v. Ridley, 
28 LJ. N.S. 4ul, a case nut cited at-the 
hearing, tho plaintil entered into the ser- 
vice of defendant at a salury-of £350 4 year 
to be paid monthly. Notice was to be 
given on cithor side of 2 mouths to termi- 
hate the contract. During the first month 
thy employer. came to the conclusion that 
the. plaintiff was not competent: for. the 
work he undertook, and gave him ihe two 
two months' notice, but did not dismiss him 
for incompetency. In the 2nd month he 
got further ovidenco: of incompetonoy and 
discharged him ut once. The plaintiff suod 
for the month's wages and recovered. Hi 
then sued for tho two months’. wages 
aud defendant justified bis. dismissal. on 
the ground of iucompetency, and the 
County Court Judgu dismissad the second 
action, The case was appealed,’ and the 
Ouunty Court Judge's decision was upheld, 
aud Justice Blackburn said ‘our. opi- 
nion is not asked upon the Judge's 
first decision, but’ I-am_ inclined. to think 
he. was right there, the mlary being paid 
monthly,.”, Taylor v. Laird and’ Boulton 
x Thompson also show that a cause. of 
action accrued ‘monthly, althoogh in: the 
latter case donbt was raised whother . the 
uction would be* till the.end uf the voyage 
owing to a special agreement.
